Detection Drive 

The American Diabetes Associa- 
tion, Inc., is sponsoring a National 
Diabetes Detection Drive Week, 
November 11 to 17, 1951. 

Before 1921, the disease was al- 
most 100% fatal when its symp- 
toms appeared early in life. Af- 
fected children suddenly began to 
lose weight, became very thirsty 
and passed large quantities of 
urine. These symptoms became 
progressively worse until the pa- 
tient dropped into a deep coma 
from which they never recovered. 
From the time the first symptoms 
appeared, it was seldom over two 
years and frequently less than 
two months, when death resulted. 
Adults afflicted with the disease 
were a little more fortunate. Most 
of the cases exhibited the same 
symptoms at the onset, but the 
Progression was much slower. 
Coma often appeared following 
some severe infection or systemic 
shock and death was the usual end 
result. However, many cases lived 
on for years with the disease and 
in these cases, the disturbance in 
metabolism resulted in a gradual 
degeneration of the blood vessels 
which we called arteriosclerosis. 
As the tissues of the body began 
to feel the di: in nourish- 
ment supplied them through these 
degenerated vessels they, too, be 
gan to degenerate. This disturb- 
ance usually manifest itself in 
the extremities where gangrene 
{frequently developed. Another 
frequent complication was blind- 
ness resulting from the growth of 
cataracts or from retinal hemor- 
rhages. All in all, the plight of 
the diabetis was not pleasant, 

The danger signals which point 
to the possibile existence of a 
diabetic condition in an individ- 
ual are: Excessive thirst, excessive 
urination, loss of weight, intense 
itching, excessive hunger, changes 
in vision, easy tiring, pain in the 
extremities, slow healing of cuts

This morning at 7 a. m., the Michigan deer season 
got underway for its last half of November run. 


We predict that due to the heavy snow this early 
jin the year that Crawford County will draw more hun- 
jters than ever before. Hunting in the Upper Peninsula 
jwill be slowed .dowm_considerable. due. to-clesed: back 
jroads and high and heavy snow banks. Thus séme down 
istate hunters will be forced to hunt a little closer to 
thome than heretofore. 


Crawford County ranked last year among the top 

ifour or five counties in the state as to deer hunting re- 
|sults eee that is bucks to take home. Just how much the 
istarvation problem has affected the ceunty’s deer“terd 
jis problematical. State deer herd loss has been estimat- 
ed at from 35,000 to 50;000 deer, but we feel that there 
Vare enough deer in this county to still afford plenty of 
|good hunting. Crawford County hunters last fall bag- 
ged in excess of 4,000 bucks.

The largest deer starvation in 
state history last winter and 
spring has slowed the expansion 
of the herd, particularly in the 
northern lower peninsula. In spite 
of an estimated loss of 35-50,000 
animals, the total Michigan herd, 
estimated at 800,000- 1,000,000 
head, still is tuo large for the size 
of its range. 

There is only one regulation 
change in the Nov. 15-30 season. 
Big game hunters will observe 
regular shooting hours for the 
first time, 7 a. m.-6 p. m. Deer 
seekers in the southern third of 
the state will be restricted to shot- 
guns, with buckshot, ball or slug 
loads. We 

Resident deer and bear license 
is $3.50, nonresident fee is $35 
and a camp permit is $3.50. Not 
less than four persons must com- 
prise a hunter-camping group in 
order to take a buck for camp 
purposes. 

Persons who hunted in the bow 
season but failed to get a deer, 
may hunt with bow and arrow 
or gun in the general season pro- 
viding they purchase a general 
season litense. 

Those who want to-set up a 
camp on state-owned land must 
obtain a camp registration card 
from a hunting license agent, or & 
conservation department office. 

Riflemen away from home and 
who have killed their deer may 
avoid spoilage in case of warm 
weather by obtaining a _ special 
no-cost permit from department 
district offices. Permit authorizes
